In bringing tosether certaln seattered accounts of a few of the 
descendants of George and Eleanor FPownull, it is recognized that this 
record is not only trief bot that much ee and valuable data is 
missinge Such sources as wore available were consulted and euch spare 
tine ae could be found in a busy period of Vorld War II was inadequate 
to fully etudy further sources, 

Nowover, as & beginning point for genealogical rosgarch of any 
of the fanllies mentioned herein the preeent vork may bo heloful. | 
These sho have further data of value to contribute are invitod to 
send it to the undersigned, Thus in course of time a more detailed 
eecend edition may be porssiile. 

The sources of the data ara given whenever family tradition and 
record ars authentLoated in public records or other published works, 
Much family data ie taken direct from a four pave manuscript prepared

his children, which, at the date of this writing, 1s given «ith sone 
degree of detail. Perhaps in time the full and comprehensive record 
may be filied in by members of the fanily interested in the nork and 
to assist such an effort the preset structural form is included. To 
that end the writer 2111 coneider his personal copy as a “work book" 
for future additions and corrections. 

For re detailed accounte of the countryside in which the earlier 
renerations began their adventure, and of their lives and times, the 
reader 1e referred to the various works in the Bibliography, and, in 
particuler, to the many records and items in the keeping of the Pucks 
County Historical Soclety of Doylestown, Pennsylvania,

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Chapter 2 = The Grant Of Wllliem Fenn To George Founall 


George and Gleanor (Elinor, Ellenor) Fownall arrived in the Dele 
auare River on 9, 2°, 1482, in the ship Friends Adventure, Thomas 
Wall, Captain, accompanied by five children, Reuben, Elizabeth, Sarah, 
Rachel end Abigall, and three servants, The names of these servants 
were John Drearly, Robert Taylor and Mortha “orral, each of whom, as 
wos the custom, riage to serve four yeara at wages of flfty shillings 
and a grant to each of fifty acres of land. They were to bo (turned) 
"loose", or bocone "frcemen" the a9th day of Tmo, 1696 (old style). 

Sone review of the conditions under which the eastern continent 
of North America was settled by western Eurepeoans will be helpful in 
refreshing the mind of the reader, and somo facts on the earlicr hie~ 
tory of America will permit the settling of Georre and Mleanor Fownall, 
in a perlod about «hich much has been written, to le clearly understood. 

“From the tlee of the discovery of America by Columbus, 1492, a cen 
tury end a half elapsed before the settling end cultivation of America 
began in the conse of real colonization. During this period the French, 

- English, Dutch and Spanish contended with each other from Mexico to Lab- 

rador and their sonorchs freoly granted to favorites, and othors, huge 
domains, unaappeds or eold such lands when they needed funds, 

Desiring to pay off a debt, and at the eane time rid England of a 
"troubleaaker®, Charlem II of Fngland, on the 4th of Merch 1681, gran- 
ted to William Penn the area which now generally corresponds to the pre- 
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sent State of Pennsylvania, On that day the King of Pngland, by vir- 
tue of the principle of "squatter's rights," turned over to \illian 
Junior, son of Aduiral Sir filtiiam Penn, deceasad, to whom the debt 

was owing, a territory of over twenty-eight mililon acres, ‘Allian 
Junior then purchased most of vhat 1s now the State of Delavare from 
the Duke of York, afterwards James II of Ingland, and for many years 
the counties of New Castle, Sussex and Kent were a part of Pennsylvania. 

Penn end his co-relirionists had sulciered much by reason of his 
adherence to the tenets of the Quaker religion (eee elsewhere). Paerlia~ 

, mant failed to protect them and end their persecution, Already many Qua- 
kers had left England for America, and in due course Penn followed. 
During 1682, twenty-three ships arrived with inalgrants, end during the 
next year probably as many as fifty. Cy this time societies were formed 
in Germany, for example, at Frankfort-On-The-"ain, Loulsberg, Bremen and 
Lubec, to open trade and send ircdgrants to Ponnsylvania. The rights 
and guaranteea Fenn made the syria and the form of government he» 
set up, have been a model for democratic forms ever since. 

Almost imnedlately upon landing, Penn called the chiefs of the 
neighboring tribes of IndLans together, and a treaty wus made which 
stood for fifty years. It wae simply a promise between whites and reds 
of fair dealing and fair SA a Phe And to those various nationali~ 
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ties which had arrived and settled before him, he pledsed "liberty of 
consclence, and the full and fres enjoyment of all their civil richte." 

The first counties erected in the State were Philadelphia, Pucka 
and Chester, in 1682, And it was to Bucks that George and Eleanor 
Pownall cane, thelr servants and their children, and their memories 
of all of both good and evil that they had left behind forever in the 
old country. 

The guarantee of "loosing" the servants 1s set forth on a lator 
page and was thelr nesurance in legal terms as to what was Peri eed 

> =o of them and what they should receive when they had served thelr tines. 

It was also an illustration of ene methed of the settling upon farns 
of enall acrease, Whether these grante were, at the end of the four 
year term of service, to be surbeyed out of the original patent of 
George Pornall, is not known, but at a later dato the land in possess 
ion of Eleanor, after George's death, had diminished to 250 acres, and 
this was no doubt dua,in part, to a division of the estate among the 
fanily members, The oldest son, 1n Pennsylvania, no longer succeeded 
to the entire property of hie father, as in Mngland. One eatin 
states that after the death of George Povmall the “widow retained 
possession of his propertye" 


George was a Senior Yeoman of Lostock Gralan,? County of Palatine

having Lived upon the land in the mother country, he would antici-e

The Deed of Grant to the 1000 acres upon which George and “lea 
nor settled was undcultedly conveyed tb him in England as it bears the 
date, "the one and twentieth day of March in ye year of our Lom one 
thousand six hundred eighty and one" or as the Quaxers would have it, 
lstmo 21, 1691. Tho latler 1s usual!y read as first month, the twenty- 
first, 1681, snd is old style (0. 8.). From the records of f4illiam 
Penn's adtainistration of affairs in the Pennylvania proprietary many 
euch grants were conveyed in England before the grantees salled for 
America.” 

VYenn's Noyal Charter made him and his heirs ebsolute lords of 
the soil and the officers of the land office were his agents. Large 
sections of land were disposed of before he loft Fneland, to be mre 
wvayed afterward, One hundred pounds (100) was paid for a full share of 
5000 acres, ond 59 shillings quiterent, which entitled the holder to 
100 acres in the city plat. Those who could nettle crix fanilies gct 
their land for nothing, 

Before 1700 the usual method of granting land was by Lease and 


Re-lease, and the rent, generally, was a penny sterling per acre,

The pownall tract, as orlginally drawn” was a long rectangle, 
five to six times as long as wide and is immediately south of the lan's 
of Thomas Bond, east of the larger grant of Thosae Janney and north of 
the lands of William Yardley.

whether or not the grant wae located in Nakefield, uppermost of 
the four river townships, “hose boundaries were eeverol times sdjust- 
ed, and beyond which wag "an undiscovered country," or, as is stated 
elsewhere, in Solebury (Soulbury, in some eources) tomehip, ; it 
vind clear froa Holmes aap that thea location was north of New Hope, 
Pomaylvania, along the Delaware, The son, George, in 1710, settlod 
in Solebury where he had purchased from his brother Reuben, a tract of 
484 acres, north of Frimrose Creek about 2 miles north of New Hope, 
This, of course, may have been a part of the original tract in the 
possession of Reuben, There were no legal subdivisions in Pucks 
county earlier than 1692, although limits and namos had already been 


given to many of the settlements. The solving of thea question of the

One month after George Fownall, the imulgrant, arrived on the 
Delaware, and quite loglcaliy, we may arewne, while engaged in work 
on his grant, he was killed by a falling tree. The date of his

It will be noted that the account of the Pownall fantly arrival 
as given in Davis's History of Bucks County belniavinkila” aiffore 
from the List of Arrivals record in Fhincas Penberton!'s handwritings® 
Thus ". . « George Pownall and. Pleanor, his wife, of Laycock, in the 
County of Chester, farncr, with five children and three servants, 
John Breasly, Robert Saylor and Martha Yorral. He was killed by the 
fall of a tree, the first accidental death in the county, one month 
and 2 days after his arrival and a son George was born trelve days 
afterward « .«. " .

The death of George left Eleanor in possession of the orlginal 
grant, but the estate was undoubtedly administrated and ohenges in 
ownership of a part of it, as has boon said here, no doult took place, 
In 1684 Eleanor wae listed as an omer of cattle, together with Joshua 
Hocpes, Wililam Faxson and othera.

The first several geonerations cf the Fornall fanily were of 
the faith known as Quakers, and Lt sceca Laportant vere to cive 
some account of the tenets and practices of the rect between the 
years 1650-1756, 

This Christian sect was founded by George Fox about 1648. The 
menbers prefer to be called "Friends." ‘The naue "Quaker" le account- 
6d for in several woye, one of which explains that 1t was bestowed 
in derision, end originuted in Fox's exhortation to the In¢lish 
mugletrates to "tremble at the neme of the Lord, #23 

George Fox wag bora in Lelicestersnh!re, oar about 1624, 
and in due tine was apprenticed to a shoeuaker. Ho wis of a retir- 
ing disposition and, gradually conlng to the bellef thet he was sub= 
ject to imer, spiritual voices, he tock counsel with himself concern 
ing tho preper means to reforn men from their disorderly lives, As 
Fox developed his veliefe, and converts to his movement increased, 
the centrel theme of Quaker teaching appeared to be "that the indiv~ 
Sdueal is personally directed by the Holy Spirit, the Inner Light." 

Originally these prominent differences between Friends and othor 


sects, among others, were noted: Plain dressing; use of "thee" and

Tha early dress of the Fnglish Quaker was brown, or a dark, 
plain color, Nats were broadbrimmed and flat. At thin time they 
kept no festivals; set regularly every Sunday at which nesting each 
spoke or prayed ag the spirit moved himy cared Little for acadenle 
depress; set suall value on knowledge of languaseas vere sonerhat 
conteuptuous of phllosephy and divinity; rejected titles of honor in 
church or state; called Protestant clergymen Hirelings; and placed 
no linlt on the nuaber of their ministera, They felt the rpirit to 
be freo and hence not subject to the regulations of synode, vorldly 
learning, wisdom of customs, 

As advocates of nonerecistance they suffered, and were later to 
continue to suffer much persecution, tlle-trestacnt, confiscation 
of gooda and inprisonsent, nor waa 1t avcepted in that day the reason 
for their opposition on religious grounds to the taking or sduinistering 
of oaths or a like opposition to war in any form 

The teachings of Fox thus being in such striking contrast to the 
generally practiced religious forms of that perlod, those opposed to 
hia and nie followers soon found opportunity to cast him in prison 
in 1649 at twenty-five years of age, This first inprisonucnt ie be~ 
lieved due to his growing tendency to dlepute with the established 
divines and others, in which he was guided only by his "Inner light® 


er divine voice, 
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As tiue went on Fox was stoned, abused, set in the stocks, ond 
almost beaten to denth for his eccentric conduct, in snite of which he 
defied all werkdly judguent on hir actions and presching, and tock 


comfort fran the fact that cally his converts crew in munbor,. } 


In 1684, Thouss Janney II of Tomall Fee Tornchip, at the age : 


of trenty-one, Joined the Quakers. Nie econ Thomas Til, mhuskend of 
Rachel Tounall, was born in Melend in 1671. Thonus IT euffered, 

too, from persecution and abuse, as (id mony of those cho arrived 

in Pucks County with George and “leaner Poxnsll, 

After Wililes Tenn becare 2 monber of the Quaker eect, the 
leaders ond ministers of the Priends reduced their teachings and 
prestices, it 1s said, to » semblance of order in a regular rysten 
ANO adopted resulations for soverning thenrelves, Thus fantly 
questions, dis;utes between neighbors, and verious estters which 
nog are ofttimes adjudicated in courte of lan, wera handled in the 
early duye of Quaker rettlenent in Bucks County, in Monthly “weetings, 
as the Quakers were extreaely anxious to keep their nenbers from 
eppearing before local courts whansver possible, As an Lllustration 
of this rule, a quarrel between fillinn Paxson, Junior and John Sear~ 
terough, having been weighed and connidered (and the Meeting being 
disturbed te hear of it) the said John wes ordered to notify William 
that they both appear at the next #onthly Neeting and make a confeesion 


and end the motter. 
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A respected procedure for marriuge galned acceptance anony Friends, 


The youth vere “christianly instructed in the cancerne of the state of 
marrlase,” sad a couple desiring to wed were made to declare their ine 
tentions before the enembers in meeting, who were permitted to re~ 
gieter opposition. At a later meeting, this intention was published, 
somewhat in the nature of a barn; and still later, in tho prasence of 
friends and relutives, che couple made mutual dbelavitions ef love and 
responsibility to one another, which were recorded in a book for that 
purcose, following mulch thoy were dleulesed. At a ‘onthly hoeting 
held at the hone of Nicholas Yaln, in 1684, in fucks County, hoary 
Paxson (unele of jillian Pasxon who married Abigail jovwns!l) publish- 
ed hile intended merringe with Marjorie Plunley, which took place dno 
7, 1684. Such o marricge in Ingland was, at first, dllegel but at a 
Later time became "valid and indissoluable contracts." 

The Quaker saovenent began in Awegica ta duly 1656, “hen Mary 
Fieher ard ann Austin lnnded in Poston. It uas not long after th t 
the record shows these re and their followers persecuted as fanue- 
tics, They are ‘sported to have deported themselves contrary to pub~ 
lic custom and to have Induled in excessive actions, and many were 
declared criminals, subjected to beatings, mtileations and finally 
baniehaent with death promulsed on return. Many so returned and were 
executed. 

History now dleapproves both the "lamentable®* acts of the Quakers 


in New Ineland and the Lnhunan treatment accorded then by the magise 
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trates. Indeed the Puritans of thot tine showed an overwielming and 
abysinnl ignorance in matters of comson justice to minorities of ether 
religious faiths quite aside from their often inhwiaon trectnent of 
neabers of thelr oxn colonye The magistrates and Leadera xnone the 
Purlians ero more gullty of the two partles, ae they should have know 
better how to deal nore effectively and jurtiy olth a strife definite 
ly relivious and not political. 

The Quakers had their strongest supporter in iilisaa lenn and 
thelr ¢re.test foothold in Fernneylvania, foundsd by a duaker. Fifty 
years of worship and pence saw the gradusl ircreors of monbern of the 


sect and the erection of many wellebullt necting houves, both in Penne 


Bylvania and tew Jersey. In 1827, however, oceured the flict division 


in the ranks. Hias Hicks camied many Quakers away fron the "Urthoe 
cox" sihci ples ty his particular interpretation of the "Inner Lirht" 
doctrine. at the prer: nt time the Orthodox branch oulcunbers the Hicke 
site quekers by about aix to one,

The Anorican cuarterly for Pebruary 1034 estinates tha number of 


Quakers ia Amorica at 4509 congregations and 220,099 repulation. In 
1937, this figure hae decreased to about 116,900 an «a total sambership 
for Loth branches. 

Of Quakur percuesion, then, are many of the perrons listed in the 
present work and many untisted. It will not Le difficult to understand

In 1700, 1, & Reuven secured a certificate to Chesterfield Monthly

end landed 10 Nov, 1678. Mahlon Stacy in said to have descended 
from Stacy de Pellefield a French officer who accompanied ‘iliian 
the Conqueror to England in 1066, A tanner from Yorkshire, fngland, 
Mahlon Stacy, together with four others bought a tenth of the pro~ 
vince of West New Jersey in 1676. ingaging in varicus activities 
throughout his life, he acquired great wealth, 

In 1680 Nahlon ‘tacy wrote a letter to his brother Revel Stacy 
of Sngland descriting the aprearance of things in the new country. 
He wrote 

"as to the atrange reports you hear of us to our count, I af 

firm they are not true, but fear they are spoken in envy. It 

is a country that produces all things for the sustenance of man 
dn a plentiful manner, or 1 should be ashaned of what I have 


heretofore written; but having truth on my side, I can stand 
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before the face of all the evil aspics. I have travelled through 
most of the settled places and sone that «re not, and find the 
country very apt to ansver the expectations of the diligent. 
I have seen orchards laden with fruit to admiration, planted 
by the Swedes, thelr very limbs torn to pleces with the nelpht 
and most delicious to the very taste, and lovely to beheld, I 
have seen an ap le tres from a rippin kernel yield a barrel of 
curious cider, and pesches in such plenty that some people took 
thelr carts a peach=gathering. 

, "J gould not but emile at the sight of 1t. They are 4 
delicious fruit, and hang alnest like our onions that ore tied 
on ropes. I have seen and known this sumer forty bushels of 
bold wheat harvested from one sown, je have from the tine call- 
ed Vay to Michaelmas, gre t stores of very good wild fruits, as 
strauberries, cranberries and huckleberries, «hich are much like 
biltverries in Rogland, but fer eweeters the cranberries much like 
cherries for color and largoness, which may be kept until fruit 
comes in againg an excellent sauce is made of then for wenison, 
turkey and grest fowl; they are better to make tarts than either 
cherries or gooseborries; the Indians bring then to cur houses 
in gre:t plenty. Hy brother, Robert had as many cherries this 
year as would have loaded several carts, From what I have ob~ 
served, it ie my judgment that fruit trees in thie country de- 
stroy themeslves by the very welght of their fruit. As for ve- 
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ee 


nison snd fowls, we have greot plenty; we have re rn to 
our houses by Indlans seven or eight fat bucks of a day, and 
sometimes put by as many, having no occasion for them, Hy 
cousin, Revel, and J, with rone of my men, went lart third 
month (5th month, N, 5.) into the river to extch herrings, 

for at that Sn they came in great shoals into the rhaLlowe. 
ve had no net, bat after the Indian farhion, made a round pin- 
fold about two yards over elght, a foot high, but left a gap 
for the firh to go in at, and mide a beck to lay in the gap 

to keep the fishin, “hen this wae done, we took tro long 
birches and tied their tops together, and went about a stone's 
cast above our gald pinfold. Then hauling these birch boushe 
down the stream, we drove thousands before us, and as many got 
into our trap as it would hold, Then we began to throw thes on 
shore as three or four of us would by two or three at a tlie, 
After this manner, dn half an hour we eculd have filied a three 
bushel sack with as fine herring as ever I BAW 2 ee « « As to 
beef and pork, there is gre:t plenty of it and cheap} also good 
eheep, The common grass of the country fesde beef very fat. 

I have seen last fali in Burlington kllied, eight or nine fat 
oxen ond cows on a market day, ali very fut « 6 « « « Though 

I have spoken only of herring (lest any should think we have 
little other sorts), we have great plenty of most sorte of fish 


that ever I saw in fneland besides several other sorte that are 
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not known there, as rock, catefish, shad, sheeps-head and sture 
geons and fowls es plenty, ducks, geene, turkeys, phessanto, 
partridges, and many other sorta. Indeed, the country, taxen as 
a wilderness, is a brave country, though no place will pleare 

all, There is some barren lend, und more wood than soxwe would 
have upon their lund, neither will the country produse corn withe 
out labor, nor is cattle got without sonsthing to buy them, nor 
break with plows, else it would be a brave country indeed; I 
question not, but ail then would give it a good word. For my part 
I like ft eo welt I never had the least thought of returning to 


England except on account of trade." 
To others at home he wrote at almost the sume tine: 


"This is a ~ost brave place, whatever envious and evil eples may 
say of it. I could wish you all here. ‘%e have wanted nothing 
since we came higher but the company of our good friends and 
acquaintances. ALL our people are very well, and in a hopeful 
way to live auch better than ever they did, and not only eo, but 
to provide well for their prosperity. I know not one axnoung the 
people that desires to be in England again, since settled. I 
wonder at our Yorkshire people that they had rather live in servi- 
tude, work hard all the year and not be three pence the b«tter 
at the year's end, than to otir out of the chinmnoy-corner and 
transport theaselves to a place where, with the like paine, in 


two or three years they might know better things. I live ar well 
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to my content and in as great plenty as ever I did, and ina 


far more likely way to get an estate.

Thowae Janney II of Styal in Pownall Fee Township, Cherhire 
County, Enzland, married Margery Heath of Horton.

Thomas II arrived in Pucks County, Pennsylvania, on 
the Endeavor and landed 7no 29, 1683, rettling in Lower Makefield, 
His children were: Jasob, Thomas III, Abel and Joseph, who cane 
with him, and two servants, John Nield and Hannah Faulkner. John 
Nield was to sorve 5 years and have 50 acres of land, while Hannah 
was to serve but 4, and aleo have 50 acres, Two daughters had both 
died in infancy in England, Thomas II was a preacher among the 
Friends and was aciive in local affaira until hie return to England 
in 1695, where he died at the age of 63, In 1686 he gave an additional 
lot of land at Falia Meeting. 
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Thomas II the immigrant waa the son of Thomas I and Hiizabeth 
Janney of Pornall Fee Township, MLnshow Faerish, which was in ‘ac~ 
clesfield Hundred, Cheshire County, England, Thomas I dled 12n> 17, 
1677 and hie wife, l2mo 19, 1681, Thomas I had a brother Randall 
who married Anne Knevett, whose eons Randle and Thenes went to Phil- 
adelphia. Thomas II's brothers were Henry and Randle and hie eis- 
ters were Mary, Martha and Vargaret. Henry who cied 6mo 31, 1690, 
married Barbara Paguley, lstmo 16, 1672~3, had 4 daushtere and one 
son, flizabath, Mary and Tabith@went to Philadelphia aftor thelr 
father's death.

They chose a notiocable and definite simplicity of 
living, partly porhapa, in protest at the exuberances and extrava~ 
gances of upper class inglish life. ‘while moet of thore rettling In 
Pucks County, fennsylvania, were of the middle and lower classes of 
England, anong them were many who were converted to cuiker practice 
from the aristocracy, From these, according to Professor lye, etem 

ming from the nohllity, cane the leaders of that early society ond 
the most influential in forming the political ideas of the young 
colony and later state, 

Nany early Quakers in Ducks were not bern into Quaker fanilies, 
but rather eabraced the principles sometime after coming of age. They 
very likely did not comsletely onset off all former interests and wor 
idly custome and it is to be assumed that they reeerved an interest 
in their fanily aras among other more worldly possessions.

This ie especialiy 
true of George iallace. The term "Scotch-Irish" is of great inte 
Saat to many, likewise, who would know more of the antecedents of 
this group which has been often said to have been the very center 
of opposition in this country to Britain during the Revolution.

, second child of Susanna Pownall Wallace Edwards, B6, (daughter of 


George and Mary Fowneall Mattison Wallace) was born, his mother ad- 
miring the nano ani the san, named her infant Stirling Vallace 
Edwards, in honor of the Californian. The author of this work and 
one of his sons, bears the asne name, 

It will be noted thet the given names of ‘Llidam and iisllace «re 
{freely used in the generations following George. The curtoa probably 
originiated in the desire to perpetuate the names and characters of 
feotch heroes, Tradition offers the explanation that all Scotch 
Wallaces trace descent fran the family of the famed Villiam wal ace 
whe raliied his countrymen and defeated the Inglieh forces at Stir- 
Ling. 

Mi George eit received another letter from his nephew Alexander 


in Ireland, dated August 5, 1849, in which further reference ie aade 


to members of the favily, relatives by marriage, friends and acquain= 


tances. He aleo mentions the current farm market prices. The letter

The record shows horever, that 
all of his children, except Martha Emily, were born in folebury, Bucks 
County, and that in 1848 the family moved to Baltimore, where in Septem 
bas 1869 George was living at number 83 South Aden ‘treet. 

The two oldest cons, Camel Aw, and Jogeph “cary, however, renaine 
ed behind in Solebury, Thelr ages at thet tine vere 17 years and 15 
years, respectively. fy 1824 both were residents of New Jersey, 

Of the later yeare of George Wallace in Raltimore (194%=1'84) 
some further information 1s fouad in the “Vallace fonily bible.?? 
fvon after moving to Baltimore the youngest chiid, Martha Ynily, aged 
two years and three months, contracted Scarlet fever and died there, 
July 5, 1642. 

A ninth child was eent to bless the hoas of George end Mary “al- 
lace when Oeorzionna Isatelle, was born Se:rtenber 10, 1650. hen 
she vsuglit the sune dread dileease in the fall of 1856, which had proved 
fatal to her sistcsr, Martha Snliy, the parenta resoved the child, then 
aged elx yoare and one month, to Telebury, no doubt believing ehe might 
recover more easily, This however was not the case and little Georgla- 
nna died in Bucks County, Octobor 3, 1856, 

The entries in the family bible ehow no further deaths, and the

There are twenty-one entries 
in all, of which eleven are birth reords, saven are recordings of 
marriage, and two of the deaths of the youngest daughterr. 

The eeven marriuge records include the parents, George and Mary, 
and six of the children, The record of the eon Richard who aarrled 
Lulie Hall ie miesing, and it may have teen that this carrisge took 
place following the deaths of the parents.

A etuatling block for many en ancestor hunter, wien he attenpts 
to check the dates of his foretesre, is a mysterious discrepancy 
of elther a few days or # year which throws out his calculation, 
If thie does not arlee, then the "double" date which he finds in 
some old record may cause him to wonder why those who made the 
contemporary record did not know whether the child was bern in 1701 
or 1702, If you have much experience with them, you will note that 
these double dates occur in the old records only in January, February, 
and March — never in any other months and never after 1752. 

This system of double-dating arose as a result of a change 
made in the calendar in 1532. Before that date the so-called Julian 
calendar was used throughout the Christian world. It was established 
by Julius Caesar, hence its nane, This syatem, which divided the 
year into 365 days, plue an oxtra day every fourth year, war offic- 
dally adopted at the sitting of the Nicene Council in A. D. 325. 
As it became possible to moaguro more accurately the length of the 
solar year, it was found that the Julian system of measuring exceed~ 
ed the solar yvar by eleven minutes, or twenty-four hours every 131 
years, and three days every 400 years. This excess anounted to about 
ten days between A. D. 325 and A. D. 1582. Thus the date of the vor- 
nal equinox had been thrown buck, by that time, from 21 Murch to ll 


iforch and the calculation for Zaster were thrown out. 


41. wuoted from Doane, Searching For Your Ancestors. 
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Pope Gregory Xiid, then head of the Roman Catholic Church, or~ 
dered that ten days be dropped out ef the calendar, thus restoring 
the equinox to its a-cuatomed date, 21 March. To prevent the re~ 
currence of this error, ho ordered further that, in every four hun- 
dred years, leap year's extra day should be omitted three times, 

To accomplish thia in orderly faehion it was to be omitted on cen 
tennial years of which the firet two digits could not be divided by 
four without a remainder, Thus it was omitted in A. D. 1700, 1800, 
and 1900, but will not be omitted in A. 2. 2000, Moreover, the do~ 

>» ¢ree changed the bafinning of the now your from 25 March to 1 Jan. 
This system, known as the Gregorian calendar, now prevails and wo 
are right with the sun. 

Following the edict of the Pope, all Catholic countries adopted 
the new system of reckoning, Sut Englard in difficultiLea with the 
church of Rome, alwaye reluctant to accept a ne and untried idea, 
even though selientifically proved, refused to adopt the new calendar 
officially and did not wadde it until 1752, or 170 years later, when 
the difference between the calendar and the sun wae a little more 
than eleven daye, So, in Snglishe-speaking countries (including the 
English colonies) and in ftuesia, the Julian calendar continued to 
prevail ae the official system of counting tine. Throuchout that 
time (that ie, until 1752) the new year did not begin until 25 
March and there was etill a difference of eleven days between the 


’ Fnglieh ¢ lendar and that used in the rest of Europe. 
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In spite of thie difference in the official o lendar, many people 
began to use the Gregorian system. Hence, in many of the early colonial 
records you will find "double dates,” generally written like this: "9 
Mar. 1656/57," indicating that, while it was officially still 1656, 
some people considered it as 1657. Governor finthrop dated a letter 
to his wife 22 Mar. 1629; six days later he wrote another and dated 
it 28 Mar. 1630... | 

Incidentally, in dates of the seventeenth century you will fre- 
quently find the month Indicated by its number rather than its nase, 

This wae primsrily because most of the months had "pagan" names, and 
hence thare names were dileliked by the Puritans, and even more by the 
Quakera, who believe in slaplicity carried to its extreme. flnace, 
before 1752, “arsh was considered the first month of the year, even 
though the twenty-fifth ware the day on which the yaar changed, Ke 
must interpret the old recorde with thet in mind. Thus "13th, 2nd 
month, 1644," becomes 13 April 1644"5; or "31 l2mo: 1639" becomes 
"3 Feb. 1639" (that ie, 1640). Generally the dey wae given first 
and the month second, but you should always make eure by comparing 
the date with others in the sane record, remanhering that there were 
but twelve months and a possible thirty-one days. If you find that a 
date is given as 3: 28: 1644, you know that "3" represents the month = 
vay; but Af the record le 31 @1 1644, you should try to find in the 
same record a date «hich definitely establiches the first figure as 


that of the month, ae 4: 15: 1644. 
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In 1752, when the Pritish government finally decided to recog 
nize the fact that men had made a mistake in calculating the length 
of the solar yoar, and to shift into Line with the other countries 
of Zurope in the use of the calendar, Parliament passed an act by 
which the Gregorian system was officially adopted, it is said that 
there were riots in some of the rural sectiona of “ngland because the 
act ordered that elaven dayo should be dropped out of the calendar on 
3 Sept. (making the next day 14 Sept.) The people thought that the 
government was trying io cheat them out of eleven daye of their lives! 

To clte an exanple of what this change meant, lat us consider 
the birth date of George “achington, He vias actually born, according 
to the official colendar in férte at the time, 11 feb, 1732. But, 
with the change in the calendar in 1752, he changed hie birthday to 
conform with the new c.lendar and thue made it 22 Bef. in order that 
he could celebrate, I suppoce, the exact anniversary of his birth. 
Therefore, to state his birth date accurstely, we Bhould write: 

"Horn ll Feb. 1731, 0. 8. (that te, old style), or 22 Feb, 1732, 

N. S.(new style), when the genealogist attenpts to correlate birth 
records, he should always remenber thin difference of eleven days 

and the change in the beginning of the new yor, If your ancestor's 
gravestone states that he died "Aug. 31, 1810, aged 21 years, 6 monthe, 
19 days" and you figure back from that record and determine thot he 
was born 12 Feb. 1723, and then you find the date of his birth in the 


vital records of his native town as 1 Feb. 1728, you can account for 
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the discrepancy by thin change in the cilendar, for 12 Feb. 1729 would 
be the "new style" of reckoning, and 1 Feb, 1728 the "old style." 

Moet people do not change into new etyle the dates of these 
old records, «when both of the dotes (that is, those of birth and 
death) ocourred before the change in the calendar, Fven if one 
date is old style and one new style, it ie not necceseary to make 
the ERR for it can be designated by the Initials "0, %." or 
"N. ©." to indleate that you have noted any diecrepancy that you 
have found. In the case of the "double dates" occuring botween 1 

, dan. and 25 March the year is generally designated "1640/41" or, 
as cisie of them have been printed, "164r, 

Frequently this mitter of the change in the cclendar will ex- 
plain the birth of tro children apparently within too short a per- 
fod. Thus, if you have collected the dota on the births of the 
children of a family from different sources, you can reconcile then 
by studying the calendar, Suppose that you find, from one rource, 
that John and Mary Jones had a son, named Henry, born 27 Mer. 1640, 
and from another record a daughter, nased Hannah, born 28 Feb. 1640, 
Thie Looke very strange until you remember thit the dste 28 Feb, 
1640 was "old style” and actuaiiy, according to modern reckoning, 
28 Yeb, 1641; therofore you can rigure th t these two children were 


born ¢leven months apart, instead of twenty-seven days apart.
